REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

2) The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance - Applicant's 
response filed on October 27, 2003 has been considered, with respect to claims 1,11, 12, 25, and 
35 the references of the record fail to teach or suggest: 

A semiconductor laser, comprising: an n-type cladding layer; an active layer formed on 
top of the n-type cladding layer; a p-type cladding base layer formed on top of the active layer; a 
current-clocking layer formed on tope of p-type cladding and has n-type conductivity, wherein 
the current layer includes Alo.5Ino.5P or (AlxGai_x)o.5lno.5P, where 0.7<X< 1; and p-type buried 
cladding layer formed to cover the current-blocking layer and upper surface of the p-type cladding base 
layer, wherein the current-blocking layer has at least two regions having different concentration of n-type 
carriers, the region adjacent to an interface between p-type cladding base layer and p-type buried cladding 
having the Nl concentration of n-type carriers, and a part or all of the remain region of the current 
blocking layer having the N2 concentration, and the current-blocking layer having a lower refractive 
index than the cladding base layer and the buried cladding layer.
